tranquility of its schools, the 
safety of its students, or the 
damaging of property.

Hamlin School shall be under 
the supervision of and account­ 
able to school personnel. This 
supervision shall include go­ 
ing to and from school and 
while attending any school- 
sponsored activity. 


"A disruptive and interfer­ 
ing act shall be defined as, 
but not limited to, inciting, 
encouraging, 
promoting 
or 
participating 
in 
activities 
which interfere with the due 
process 
of the educational 
program of the school. 
The 
following activities, if accom­ 
plished for the purpose of 
disrupting or interfering with 
the due process of the edu­ 
cational program, will con­ 
stitute 
disruptive activities: 
demonstrations, sit-ins, walk­ 
outs, blockages, group violence, 
disrespect or disobedience to 
school personnel, harassm ent 
and or intimidation, verbal or 
physical, of students or school 
personnel; the use of obscene, 
lewd, or profane 
language, 
(visual 
and or auditory); 
fighting, 
disruptive 
publica­ 
tions. 
“Any student disrupting or 
interfering with the educa­ 
tional process may be sus­ 
pended by the principal for 
three days. A second offense 
may be referred to the school 
board 
for consideration 
of 
permanent expulsion. A sus­ 
pended student will not be 
perm itted 
on 
the 
school 
premises or allowed to attend 
a school-sponsored activity. 
"Students committing such 
acts 
may also be charged 
with violating applicable civil 
laws. 
Unauthorized campus 
visitors may also be charged 
with applicable civil laws.” 
The other policies adopted 
were penalities set for tru ­ 
ancy, un-excused absences and 
tardiness; and vandalism and 
related actions. 
Both truancy and tardiness 


can involve the loss of three 
points in the grade for the 
subject involved. 
Repeated 
truancy can involve suspen­ 
sion from school. 


Any student committing an 
act of vandalism, theft, gambl­ 
ing or forgery is also subject 
to suspension. 
Damaged or 
stolen school property must 
be paid for or replaced by 
the offending student.

While in Snyder he was 
named president of the Snyder 
Chamber of Commerce. 
In 
1942 he was named a director 
in the West Texas Chamber 
of Commerce. 
In 1946, Mir. Jones and his 
brother-in-law, H. G. Lackey, 
purchased the Hamlin Herald, 
the Haskell Free Press and 
the Texas Spur. Jones and 
Lackey dissolved their part­ 
nership) in 1950, with Jones 
taking the Hamlin and Has­ 
kell newspapers and Lackey 
keeping the Spur publication. 
Jones 
sold the Haskell 
newspaper to Jetty Clare in 
1951. 
In Hamlin Mr. Jones served 
as mayor, president of fhe 
Lions Club, a director of the 
West Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce, director of the Ham­ 
lin Board of Community De­ 
velopment, and deacon and 
Sunday School 
superinten­ 
dent of First Baptist Church. 
Mr. Jones retired In 1960 
after 43 years in the news­ 
paper business.
